Washington, D. C. March 15.— 
Receipts of income 
and 
profits 
taxes due today in the opinion of 
treasury officials

show a decrease of

$300,000,000, as compared with

Sec­ 
retary Mellon estimates that the 
first installment of taxes on in­ 
comes and profits for 
1921 will 
amount to $460,000,000, as against 
more than $727,000,000, taken in 
by the government 
last 
March 
for the first installment of taxes 
on the year 1920. 
The estimate 
for the first quarter of the pres­ 
ent year, Mr. Mellon said today, 
is subject to uncertainty because 
of the shrinkage in business and 
profits during the calendar year

BIG INCENDIARY CHICAGO

Several Persons Lost Lives and Many Are Injur­ 
ed—$20,000,000 Property Destroyed—Fire Was 
Incendiary and Man Has Been Arrested.

Chicago, March 15.—A spectacular fire early today destroyed 
a block of business buildings just outside the downtown district. 
The loss is estim ated at $15,000,000 to $20,000,0oo. Every struc­ 
ture in the block bounded by Vanburen Canal, and Clinton streets 
and Jackson Boulevard was burned. 
Twenty-one Burlington 
buildings, housing the M ercantile T rust and Savings Bank was 
wrecked. 
The firemen are fighting a dozen different fires th at 
are breaking out interm ittently. 
It was nearly 5 o’clock this 
morning when it was under control. Jam es McGovern, a fireman 
was hit by a falling wall and killed. Lieutenant William Everett, 
of Engine Company, was seriously injured. 
Unknown num ber 
of the IOO OOO spectators were hurt by falling bricks, burning um ­ 
bers and sparks. 
The origin of the blaze was incendiary said 
Shirley P High, city fire attorney, announcing the arrest of John 
Joggenson on inform ation by H. T. Schiff, implicating a former 
employe of Schiff’s Confectionary company.
